The Kenai River problema have been talked about for years but no real steps have been 
taken to address theae problema . The hydrocarbon levela are too high in the eurnmer and 
exceed limits in July, the high use month. Thia must be fixed. Our goal {F&G, DEC, and 
DNR have been working together) was to etart taking initial steps to do the right things 
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for the river and to start now. The Kenai River is too important a resource for us not to 
take action to protect the river' s health and our state's reputation for clean waters and 
a clean environment. 



The regulations allow use of 2-stroke engines in 2008 and 2009 except for the month of 
July, the high use month, In 2010 all engines on the river must be either 4-stroke or 
direct fuel injection. The public knew the general direction the regulations would take 
earlier this year, ao the public has had all of 2007, and then all of 2008 and 2009 to 
prepare for the total 2-cycle ban in 2010. The problem with the 2-stroke engines is they 
can discharge as much as 30* of their fuel usage as unburned fuel into the river. In good 
conscience we can not allow that type of discharge into the river. In the 4-stroke or 
direct fuel injected engines the discharge is fractions of that from the old 2-stroke 
engines . We have looked closely at the water quality and can clearly correlate 
hydrocarbon contamination with the number of boats on the river, especially 2-stroke 
powered boats. 



The regulations allow 4-stroke engines or direct fuel injection engines up to 50-hp any 
tirae after the regulations are put into effect. This is also controversial to some. 
Currently the maximum is 35-hp. Those boaters that use 35-hp must take a larger engine 
and de-tune it to 35hp. 



The regulations also restrict boat length to no more than 21 feet long and 106 inches 
wide. Larger boats will be grandfathered in by perrait until the end of 2009.

The Kenai River problema have been talked about for years but no real stepa have been 
taken to address these probleras. The hydrocarbon levels are too high in the sunmter and 
exceed limite in July, the high use month. This must be fixed. Our goal (F&G, DEC, and 
DNR have been working together) was to start taking initial steps to do the right things 
for the river and to start now. The Kenai River is too important a resource for us not to 
take aetion to protect the river' s health and our state's reputation for clean waters and 
a clean environment. 
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The regulations allow use of 2-stroke enginea in 2008 and 2009 except for the month of 
July, the hlgh use month. In 2010 all engines on the river must be either 4-stroke or 
direct fuel injection. The public knew the general direction the regulations would take 
earlier this year, so the public has had all of 2007, and then all of 2008 and 2009 to 
prepare for the total 2-cycle ban in 2010. The problem with the 2-stroke engines ia they 
can di senar ge as much as 30% of their fuel usage aa unburned fuel into the river. In good 
conacience we can not allow that type of diecharge into the river. In the 4-stroke or 
direct fuel injected engines the diseharge is fraetions of that from the old 2-stroke 
engines. We have looked closely at the water quality and can clearly correlate 
hydrocarbon contamination with the number of boats on the river, especially 2-atroke 
powered boats . 



The regulations allow 4-stroke engines or direct fuel injection enginea up to SO-hp any 
time after the regulations are put into effect. This is also controversial to some. 
Currently the maxiraum ia 35-hp. Those boaters that use 35-hp muat take a larger engine 
and de-tune it to 35hp. 



The regulationa also restrict boat length to no more than 21 feet long and 106 inehes 
wide. Larger boats will be grandfathered in by permit until the end of 2009.

The 
only disaster was Glen 's ■advocacy" on the ahow, and I stopped listening after about seven 
minutes into his hour. It would be one thing if he were Joe Sixpack being grilled by 
Fagan, since Dan is used to bullying pro-AGIA callera. But Glen represents himself as a 
Palin supporter/insider, etc. Thus, when Fagan trips up Glen in a one-sided debate (Glen 
lacks both the knowledge and skill to hold his own) , Fagan carries on as if he has just 
tripped up the governor, the gasline team, and our whole AG IA process. 



I think Glen 's heart is in the right place, but he simply lacks the ammo to debate this 
topic. He can pontificate all he wants, as can any member of the public -- but NOT after 
representing himself as having (now or aver) some connection to the campaign or the 
governor. I think this ie the same trap in whlch he found himself in making 
representations about education policies which he implicitly attributed to the governor. 



By the way, his self-characterization as "a primary contributor to the plan for the 
Gasline during the campaign" has me totally bewildered. I had to drag him away from the 
Murk plan, which he thought could be salvaged, and I think, still believes. He NEVER 
fully understood our LGA plan during the campaign, and as you '11 recall, governor, was 
eventually dropped from our gasline discussion group altogether.
